Last Friday the State Board of Administration abolish 
•cd the office of 
“ investigator” 
and 
thereby 
terminated 
Maurice J. Lee na connection with the state pri«on. 
file office was created about two years ago and was a 
part of the general plan for prison reform and better treat­ 
ment of the unfortunate inmates of the state penal institu­ 
tions. 
The work of the office which Mr. Leon assumed had par­ 
ticular application to tin* penitentiary. 
it became his duty when he assumed office to investigate 
the record of every prisoner in the big prison, 
^specially was 
lie charged with the duty of looking atter the 
interests 
of 
tile'** prisoners who had been forgotten by their I ii ends in 
the world outside the frowning walls, and those 
prisoners 
whose relatives and friends had become discouraged, given 
iij» all hope of securing freedom for the condemned men and 
abandoned them to their fate. 
There have been many prisoners in the penitentiary who 
have paid the penalty in full for their crimes whose triends 
rendered penniless by dishonest lawyers, have given up hope 
—prisoners who have no one with “ a pull 
outside to assist 
them to deserved freedom. 
It was the duty of the investigator to get all the tacts in 
Midi eases and submit them to the hoard of administration so 
dial the state could deal justly with those convicts. 
More than a hundred such cases have been “ looked up 
bv Mr. Peen and long delaved justice* ha'- followed his ie ports 
'n a number of instances. 
The State of Ohio, in the creation of the office which has 
ju>t been abolished, took an interest in those prisoner* who 
imd no relatives or friends on the outside who could or would 
become interested in their behalf. 
Whether the board of administration acted 
wisely 
in_ 
abolishing the office of investigator is questionable. 
Perhaps. 
right at this time, there is no unfortunate man among the two 
thousand inmates at the big prison who is in need of assist­ 
ance but, even so, with the ever changing conditions it will 
not be long ere there will Is* other “ forgotten 
ones who ha\e 
paid the penalty. 
The great state of Ohio should be ever watchful of the 
welfare of its convict wards and esjiecially should it Im- watch­ 
ful ot the rights of those who have earned and deserve free­ 
men— those who have been reformed and are h o n e s t l y and sin­ 
cerely repentant should not be embittered by unjust treat­ 
ment, 
They should not be “ forgotten” by* the state 
even 
though relatives and friends may abandon them to their fate. 
Organized society — th** state — places til** convict* in 
prison for a purpose and it should net forget them.
